The NAGC size and color classification is used in our descriptive list. 


This method of listing gives you valuable 
information which you will readily note. 


First is the name of the variety, then in parenthesis the size and color class figures. Following this is the name of 
the originator and year in which the variety was first available to American purchasers. The figures in the last parenthesis 
denote the number of growing days required from planting to date of blooming. The number of days to bloom is figured 
for large bulbs; medium bulbs usually require 5 to 7 days longer to bloom. Because of variations in climate, the number of 


days required for a particular variety to bloom may vary by several days. However, the listed blooming dates will give a 
fair idea of what to expect of a variety.

Thats Wow 7 See em- By George! ! 


Another year of severe drought and heat had its 
effect on most shows, both as to number of entries 
and quality of blooms. In spite of these set-backs en- 
thusiasm was much in evidence and attendance in- 
creased greatly at nearly all shows. 


Again, the Tennessee show was my first trip; then 
to Bardstown, Edwardsville, Rantoul, Purdue, Wabash, 
Chicago, St. Paul, Wausau, and last, but not least, a 
very fine show at Albert Lea, Minnesota. One can 
acquire so much enjoyment from renewing old ac- 
quaintances and meeting new friends. Better try it 
this summer! 


Starting with the whites, honors for “most beauti- 
ful” must go to White Cloud. Words fail in attempt- 
ing to fully describe its beauty. Mother Fischer con- 
tinued its fine performance of the past three years. 
What a joy it is to cut those long, heavy spikes. 
Athene seemed to outdo itself with 8-10 open consist- 
ently and is a definite contender in the 300 class. The 
biggest, most sensational white was White Symphony. 
It seems just a matter ofthow large you can grow it. 
The tallest white in our trial garden was Snowclad. 
It is very healthy and vigorous. While at the St. 
Paul show I noted a lovely 300 size white, now 
named White Wedgwood. It’s a beauty and is very 
reasonably priced. 


Columbia, Ivoree, Connie “G’, and La Valle carried 
over their 1952 performance to make up a strong 
cream quartet. You'll be hearing a lot from Ivoree 
when the stock is more plentiful. It can be grown 
to huge proportions. Connie “G” is very beautiful 
and makes long, stretchy flowerheads. It’s a top 


show Glad. Columbia gives magnificent spikes and 
is in heavy demand. It rates highly on beauty and 
cutting qualities. Generally, La Valle seems to have 
been overlooked. Those precisely placed, crisp florets 
make it a top show flower. 


Howard V. Wright, a pale yellow, throws mar- 
velous spikes. You'll be hearing a lot from this one. 
Gold is now being stocked heavily by southern cut- 
flower growers. It has won wide acclaim for its 
beauty. Gay Spot, from the originator of Howard 
V. Wright, comes highly recommended. It has the 
makings of a good commercial. Peacelight is differ- 
ent with its soft, greenish glow. It is very tall and 
vigorous. The beautiful deep yellow of Catherine 
Beath is something to rave over. Stock has been 
rigidly controlled and I doubt that our supply will 
last until spring. Keepsake came very uniform, as 
usual, and is a beautiful clear color. Terrific, lighter 
in color than Catherine Beath, and also in the 300 
size Class, is a dandy and will win easily as it opens 
8-10. 


Mellow Moon is a top commercial. It possesses 
such health and vigor. Chief Pontiac is a man-sized 
flower and an easy grower. Everyone knows Patrol, 
but this real champion deserves special mention. 


On the show tables the salmon classes are some- 
times rather weak. Heretofore they have been dom- 
inated by Boise Belle and Boldface, especially when it 
comes to handing out the rosettes. New to this class 
is Confidence. While I haven’t grown this it comes 
from originators who are attaining prominence with 
their fine varieties. While I’m not too sold on the 


color of King Size, I will admit that its huge propor- 
tions will catch the judges’ eyes. Although it won't 
Open more than six, Beau Brummel is superb. The 
demand for Gorgeous Deb far exceeds the supply. 
A well grown spike is something to behold. Dixie 
Maid is a top commercial release and is unsurpassed 
for health and vigor. I like its clean cut salmon- 
pink color. 


The demand for scarlet and red shades of Glads has 
increased greatly in recent years. They very seldom 
go begging on the market. Early Red is a great 
commercial with its ideal growing habits and earli- 
ness. Poinsettia is a tall strong grower and is a 
beautiful shade of red. The only fault I have noted is 
slow bulblet germination. However, bulblets from 
buiblet grown bulbs germinate readily and make 
splendid growth. Tomahawk sends up superb spikes. 
It is a coming commercial. The light red color of 
Leah Gorham is enhanced by its white throat. This 
makes very uniform growth. Red Wing continues 
to set a high standard with its long, slender spikes. 


The Black-Red class has become much stronger 
with the introduction of Ruffled Ebony in 1953 and 
the new comer Black Joe. The former has a very rich 
sheen and is intensely ruffled. Black Joe is early. 
Its 8 open florets have a silver edging and, unlike 
many black-reds, does not sunburn. The beautiful, 
glossy color and heavily ruffled florets of Thunder- 
bolt remind you of Burma, one of its parents. Black 
Cherry wins the honors of “most open”, easily open- 
ing 10 florets of very firm substance. Ace of Spades 
is the blackest red I have seen. Its florets resemble 
black velvet. Dark David throws massive spikes of 
perfect placement. The black-reds always appeal to 
garden visitors and are a center of attraction at the 
shows. 


We have so many fine Glads in the pink classes it 
is difficult to select just a few. Miss Madison is a 
lovely pastel color and is one of the most beautiful 
Glads. Blossomtime is more than a name — it is a 
description of the flower, a pure pink shading to a 
pure white center. Those who remember Rima, 
which refused to propagate, will no doubt recall its 
lovely pure lilac-pink color. The pure pink of Pink 
Chiffon is identical to that of Rima. This one is a 
fast increaser. Rose-pink C. D. Fortnam sends up 
stunning spikes of heavy substance and intense ruf- 
fling. The old reliables, Friendship and Spic and 
Span carry on as great commercials. Show reports 
reveal Spic and Span is still in the select group. 


The rose classes, from the light through the deeper 
tones present a large variance in lovely shades and 
hues. The bright rose of Badger Rose, blending into 
rose purple, is most vivid. The soft, rose-pink Burma 
Rose has much inflorescence and will surely catch 
your eye. Elmer's Rose is a wonderful commercial 
with its heavy substance and long spikes. One of 
the best introductions to appear in several years is 
Julia Mae. The originator of Julia Mae, my good 


friend Ralph Pommert, has thoroughly tested it on 
the cutflower market. I consider it a real find. It 
has been said that Shallimar’s color is identical with 
that of Chamouny. They are practically alike but 
Shallimar throws much longer spikes. Tops in color 
is Miss Chicago, a lavender-rose of appealing beauty. 
It needs good culture to produce the best spikes. 
Rosario is a clean-cut, glowing rose and rates highly 
as a commercial. A well grown spike of Noweta 
Rose, with many open florets of formal placement, 
is a sure winner on the show table. 


Competition in the lavender class is greatly in- 
creasing, especially with such introductions as 
Princess, Tyrone, and Orchid Blush. All three are 
tops for exhibition and have what it takes to make 
good commercials. I have had the pleasure of judg- 
ing Orchid Blush at several shows, beginning with 
the 1949 Purdue show where it was champion seed- 
ling, and heartily recommend it to the showman. It 
swept the 1953 Indiana State show. Tyrone is a real 
Grand Champ and is such a consistent producer of 
long spikes it merits a high commercial rating. The 
rose lavender Princess is much in demand. It easily 
opens 8-11 of perfect placement. Attraction sends up 
beautiful formal spikes. It is a runaway propagator. 
Francesca has won wide acclaim for its beauty. De- 
mand will exceed the supply. The deep lavender 
Cavalier is a very vigorous, tall grower. Gail can 
always be depended upon to supply you with fine 
spikes. It easily opens 8-10. Falcon is very beauti- 
ful and justly popular. No doubt it is the most 
unusual lavender. 


Grapewine, King David, The Rajah, make up a 
trio of beautiful purples. It is hard to choose between 
them. King David seems to open the most while 
Grapewine and The Rajah send up longer spikes. 
The latter two are practically a self color. All three 
are tops. 


Lavender Blue is a pleasing pale blue. It is a vigor- 
ous grower, producing beautiful spikes that will 
gatner more than its share of awards. Blue Devil 
is very striking and will take its place as a top show 
winner when stock is more plentiful. 


Smoky shades are very popular with show fans. 
Prince, a brilliant red smoky with beautifully ruffled 
florets, will be something to look forward to. Persian 
Rug is an unusual blend of colors; its name justly 
describes it. In the A. O.°C. class we have Embers 
and Gay Nineties; two excellent Glads that can 
win with ease. 


The best show spikes in our garden this past sum- 
mer, excluding 1954 introductions were: Athene, 
Boise Belle, Burma Rose, Catherine Beath, C. D. 
Fortnam, La Valle, King David, Mother Fischer, 
Patrol, Shallimar, Grapewine, Spic and Span, Tyrone, 
White Symphony, Lavender Blue, Snowclad, Princess, 
Columbia, Elmer’s Rose, Ivoree, Poinsettia, Howard 
V. Wright, A. B. Coutts, King Size, The Rajah, 
Francesca. 


We were privileged to have one of the All-America 
Trial grounds. Like the rose people who select the 
finest new roses for special national honors each year, 
a group of twenty-six leading glad growers and judges 
organized in January, 1953, the All-Ameria Gladiolus 
Selections to choose and publicize the outstanding 
glads among each season’s prospective introductions. 


Twenty-nine seedlings were submitted for test in 
1953 by hybridizers from all over the United States 
and Canada. These seedlings were all grown this 
past summer under code numbers in 25 trial grounds 
with a wide geographical distribution. 


The winning seedlings will be selected in January, 
1954, but, because of propagation requirements, their 


names will not be made public until January, 1955. 
Watch for the announcement of the first ALL- 
AMERICA WINNERS at that time. They will be 
listed and pictured in this catalog. That will be excit- 
ing news to all glad fans! 


In conclusion I would like to point out that many 
varieties of Glads are variable in performance but 
practically all will respond with beautiful spikes when 
given a sufficient amount of water. It is generally 
agreed that from the time of the 3rd leaf at least 114 
to 2 inches of water per week, either as natural rain- 
fall or in the form of irrigation, is needed to produce 
show spikes and No. 1 cutflowers.

SUGGESTIONS FOR DIPPING AND DUSTING 


LYSOL DIP 


4 tablespoons of Lysol 3, gallons of water 

Soak bulbs in the Lysol solution for at least 3 hours and no 
longer than 6 hours; soak bulblets overnight or 12 to 14 
hours. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from the solu- 
tion, allow to drain for 30 minutes and plant same day 
as treated, preferably while still wet. 


NEW IMPROVED CERESAN DIP 


1 ounce New Improved Ceresan 

3 teaspoon measures Grasselli Spreader Sticker or 3 tea- 
spoons Dreft 

3 gallons water 

To get a good preparation easily and quickly, mix the 

Ceresan and wetting agent together, add a little water at a 

time, and stir until a uniform mixture is obtained. DO 


NOT USE THE HANDS WHEN STIRRING. Soak 
bulbs in the solution for 15 minutes, stirring several times 
during treatment; soak bulblets for 30 minutes. After bulbs 
or bulblets are removed from the solution, allow them 
to drain for about 30 minutes and plant IMMEDIATELY. 
A delay in planting can cause injury to the bulbs. If the 
ground is dry at planting time I suggest the Lysol treat- 
ment instead of N.I.C. as dryness can cause a considerable 
delay in germination or growth besides possible injury to 


the bulbs. 


DUSTING FOR THRIPS 


The easiest and most efficient means of controlling Thrips 
is to dust the foliage of the plants with 5% D.D.T. Many 
types of dusters are available and one can be obtained to suit 
your size planting. Begin dusting when plants are in third 
leaf and continue about every two weeks. Best results will 
be obtained when the dust is applied to the plants while the 
dew is still on them.

Bulblets of some varieties are hard to germi- 
nate. If the bulblets are expensive it will be to your ad- 
vantage to peel them before planting. Do not peel them 
more than a few days in advance of planting or they will 
lose moisture and become dry and hard. After planting, 
whether peeled or not, if they are kept well watered the 
per cent that will germinate and grow will be much larger. 
When giving peeled bulblets a pre-planting dip they should 
only be dipped long enough for the solution to coat them. 
When growing new introductions, planting bulblets is a 
cheaper way to get a start, however, we cannot guarantee 
their germination. Usually a big per cent of most varieties 
will germinate and grow but it pays to give the bulblets 
a little extra attention. When bulblets are ordered we will 
always select the largest ones available.
